Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health, 
Statistics,  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  West  Kesteven  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  continue  to  compare  very  favourably 
with  the  national  figures,  but  unhappily  the  same  cannot  be  said 
for  the  Infant  Death  Rate.  Eleven  different  causes  were  assigned 
for  the  15  deaths  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  incriminate  any  one 
factor. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease  both  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  prevalent.  Both  were  mainly  of  a  mild  type  but 
there  was  one  infant  death  from  the  latter.  Only  3  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified;  there  was  again  no  Diphtheria;  and 
Poliomyelitis  did  not  appear.  Pneumonia  was  ten  times  more 
prevalent  in  males  than  females  and  this  selection  is  difficult  to 
account  for  as  women  share  to  a  considerable  extent  in  both  outdoor 
and  factory  work. 

Although  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  remained  low,  new 
pulmonary  cases  showed  a  considerable  increase.  In  so  far  as 
this  reflects  earlier  and  more  accurate  diagnosis,  this  change  is 
not  entirely  undesirable,  and  may  benefit  both  the  individual  and 
the  community.  One  suspects  however  that  the  considerable 
proportion  of  young  people  who  go  to  work  in  Grantham  are 
sharing  the  same  risks  and  increase  of  notified  cases  which  are 
apparent  in  the  borough  in  young  adults  of  both  sexes. 

Progress  in  Housing  was  maintained,  and  active  steps  were 
taken  to  explore  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  programme  by 
non-traditional  methods  of  building. 

Sewage  disposal,  suffering  from  the  lowest  financial  priority 
of  all,  did  not  advance  much.  Consent  in  principle  was  obtained 
from  the  Ministry  to  the  Skillington  and  Great  Gonerby  schemes, 
although  the  latter  has  been  postponed.  Since  Skillington  was 
not  held  up,  largely  because  of  the  risk  of  pollution  of  the  Grantham 
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water  supply,  we  hope  the  Ropsley  scheme  may  be  given  similar 
consideration  as  this  village  is  possibly  the  main  source  of 
pollution  of  the  District’s  own  supply  from  the  Lincolnshire 
Limestone. 

Since  the  position  with  regard  to  water  supply  so  largely 
depends  on  the  Long  Bennington  bore  the  somewhat  chequered 
progress  of  the  latter  has  been  watched  with  some  anxiety  for  a 
considerable  time.  The  proved  yield,  though  it  did  not  come  up 
to  expectations,  is  sufficient  for  the  short  term  needs  of  the  District, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  permitted  to  exploit 
this  long  needed  asset  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Finally,  I  have  to  thank  members  of  the  Council,  colleagues 
in  other  departments,  Mr.  Dean  and  all  members  of  his  Staff, 
for  their  constant  help  and  courtesy  thoughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1951. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  from  the  statistics  presented  in  connection 
with  your  water  supplies  that  over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  houses  in 
the  area  now  have  a  good  mains  water  supply  whereas  only  six 
years  ago  the  percentage  was  nearer  five.  The  provision  of  an 
adequate  water  supply  must  result  in  improved  standards  of 
sanitation  not  only  for  the  householders  but  for  the  milk  producer 
and  food  handler  too. 

If  it  were  possible  to  report  that  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  were  also  being  made  available  at  the  same  rate,  then  it 
could  be  said  that  the  new  water  supplies  were  fully  playing 
their  part  in  raising  the  standard  of  sanitation.  When  new 
housing  development  occurs  in  a  village,  sewage  disposal  must 
be  provided  for  these  houses  and  the  existing  houses  are  neglected. 
This  must  cause  dissatisfaction  to  other  householders  who  feel 
that  they  can  only  obtain  the  benefit  of  improved  sanitation  by 
occupying  a  Council-owned  house.  No  scheme  for  the  conversion 
of  E.C’s  to  W.C’s  can  be  put  into  operation  without  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  and,  with  the  Ministry’s  request  for  economy, 
it  would  appear  that  very  few,  if  any,  prepared  schemes  will  reach 
fruition  in  the  very  near  future. 

To  provide  a  disposal  plant  for  each  housing  site  is  more 
often  than  not  uneconomic  as  the  plant  has  to  be  abandoned  at 
some  later  date  when  a  scheme  is  provided  for  the  whole  village, 
but  there  appears  to  be  no  alternative. 
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The  collection  of  night-soil  is  no  solution  to  the  problem  as  it 
can  only  be  considered  as  a  temporary  and  costly  expedient.  It 
can  be  likened  to  carting  water  to  each  house  when  a  piped  supply 
of  water  can  be  made  available. 

Most  Local  Government  problems  run  hand-in-hand  and 
House  building  progress  is  limited  by  the  absence  of  water  and 
and  sewerage.  Where  no  satisfactory  water  supplies  are  available 
no  houses  can  be  built.  Similarly,  where  no  sewerage  is  available 
it  is  impossible  to  utilise  odd  sites  in  village  streets  and  it  is  important 
that  villages  should  not  be  allowed  to  spread  unduly,  taking  up 
good  agricultural  land  and  increasing  the  cost  of  water  and  sewerage 
schemes. 

The  year’s  work  would  not  have  been  so  effectively  carried 
out  without  the  assistance  and  support  from  each  Member  of 
the  Council  and  the  assistance  and  guidance  of  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Mr.  Johnson’s 
appointment  in  July  gave  an  added  impetus  to  the  work  of  the 
department  and  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  remainder  of  the  staff 
for  their  continued  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  achievement  during  the  year 
was  the  completion  of  the  mainlaying  to  the  villages  of  Long 
Bennington,  Westborough  and  Dry  Doddington.  Lor  years,  these 
three  villages  have  had  to  rely  upon  stored  rainwater  and  shallow 
polluted  wells  of  uncertain  quality  for  domestic  and  farm  supplies 
and  upon  water  being  carted  for  drinking  purposes.  The  daily 
carting  was  no  mean  task,  especially  during  the  winter  months, 
but  on  very  few  occasions  during  the  years  was  the  delivery 
interrupted. 

The  northern  part  of  the  area  still  awaits  the  consent  of  the 
Ministry  for  the  development  of  the  finally  completed  Long 
Bennington  bore.  This  bore,  which  was  tested,  and  proved  reason¬ 
ably  satisfactory,  several  months  ago,  is  of  no  use  unless  approval 
can  be  obtained  for  the  building  of  the  reservoirs  and  the  provision 
of  the  pumping  equipment.  The  number  of  intermediate  supplies 
which  can  be  taken  from  the  trunk  main  from  Grantham  to  Long 
Bennington  are  limited  by  the  size  of  that  main. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  area,  although  the  existing  sources 
of  supply  provide  a  large  surplus  of  water,  without  the  necessary 
reservoirs  further  extensions  of  the  mains  are  limited. 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  tabulated  results  of  sampling  of  raw 
water  from  the  limestone  sources  that  they  continued  to  vary  in 
quality  and  consequently  careful  attention  is  paid  to  treatment. 
The  bacteriological  reports  on  the  samples  of  water  taken  at  various 
points  on  the  mains  show  that  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity 
is  maintained.

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HOUSING 

The  rate  of  house  building  has  increased  during  the  year  as 
a  result  of  additional  contractors  being  engaged  from  outside  the 
area.  Consequently,  it  has  been  possible  to  resume  the  re-housing 
of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  and  to  proceed  with  demolition.  If 
this  rate  of  building  can  be  further  accelerated  by  increasing  the 
labour  force  and  the  use  of  non-traditional  housing  it  will  be 
possible  to  formulate  a  scheme  for  the  removal  of  all  unfit  houses 
within  the  next  few  years  provided  that  the  houses  which  are  in 
need  of  repairs  receive  the  attention  demanded. 

With  the  average  rent  of  a  rural  cottage  remaining  at  less  than 
five  shillings  a  week  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  repairs  carried  out 
and  consequently  many  cottages  soon  fall  into  the  category  of  not 
being  repairable  at  a  reasonable  expense.  Also  with  increased 
building  costs,  the  limitation  of  the  Improvement  Grant  to  a 
maximum  expenditure  of  £600  results  in  more  houses  being 
classed  as  beyond  repair.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

No  new  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year  but  approval 
was  obtained  to  proceed  with  a  complete  scheme  for  the  village 
of  Skillington  where  the  whole  of  the  drainage  at  present  discharges 
in  its  crude  state  direct  into  the  Cringle  Brook,  which  is  one  of  the 
sources  of  water  supply  for  Grantham  and  parts  of  the  rural  area. 

The  scheme  for  Old  Somerby  v/as  rejected  due  to  its  high 
cost  and  although  the  Great  Gonerby  scheme  was  approved,  the 
Council  were  unable  to  obtain  authority  to  proceed  as  a  result 
of  a  reduction  in  national  expenditure  on  capital  schemes  for  water 
and  sewerage.  It  is  hoped  however,  that  the  position  will  be 
reconsidered  in  view  of  large  demand  for  houses  in  that  Parish, 
the  density  of  existing  houses  and  resultant  insanitary  conditions. 

Further  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry,  at  least,  for  approval  in  principle,  in  order  that  there 
shall  be  no  delay  when  authority  is  forthcoming.  These  schemes 
include  the  villages  of  Colsterworth,  Claypole,  Westborough,  Dry 
Doddington,  Long  Bennington,  Ropsley  and  Allington.  In  the 
case  of  the  latter  village,  an  adequate  disposal  plant  has  been 
purchased  from  the  Ministry  of  Works.  Ropsley  is  one  village 
which  should  receive  early  priority  as  here  there  is  a  probability 
of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  supplies  obtained  from  the 
Lincolnshire  limestone. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  continues  to  be  collected  once  every  three  weeks. 
This  appears  to  be  reasonably  adequate  but  as  the  cost  of  collection 
was  reduced  by  providing  a  “  kerbside  ”  collection  only,  a 
collection  every  three  weeks  does  at  times  confuse  the  householder. 
A  fortnightly  collection  would  avoid  this  although  it  is  not  considered 
to  be  possible  whilst  weekly  collections  have  to  be  made  from  the 
Borough  of  Grantham’s  temporary  housing  estate  in  the  Parish 
of  Londonthorpe  and  Harrowby  Without. 
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MEAT  AND  FOODS 


The  whole  of  the  meat  supply  for  the  rural  area  continues  to 
be  distributed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  from  their  central  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  Borough  of  Grantham  and  is  inspected  after  slaughter 
by  the  Borough  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  butchers  shops  and  vans 
and  other  food  shops  in  the  area.  Particular  attention  was  again 
paid  to  transport  cafe’s  along  the  main  roads  and  improvements 
were  obtained  to  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities, 
food  handling  and  storage.
